Three leaves, at least, should 
be retained beyond the clustors. Nip 
off the ends of rampant canes, but do 
not chop them near their base.

The Amazon.—The Amazon, tbe larg­ 
est river in tho world, .has an area of

Why prune vines at all ? 
Why not let j that o f all tbo’ rivers of Europe that 
them ramble over fences and trees like ! empty themselves into tho Atlantic.— 
wild vinesf 
Well, you may do so, if This plain is entirely covered with dense 
you want wild graipes, aDd if you liko 
to clitnb into trees to get them. 
But if 
.you wish to keep vines within reach, 
und if you wish them to bear fruit on 
their lower branches, you must prune 
them. 
. 
' 
As to summer-pruning a word or two: 
Fall or Winter pruning tends to excite 
vigorous and rampant growth in the 
canes which are loft. The trellis soon 
becomes covered with lusty young 
canes and a thick mass of leaves; tbe 
foliage is excessive. Every vine hkiw- 
er roust have felt the absurJity o^iro- 
dncing such an over-growth of wood in 
Summer, jnst for the fun of cutting it 
off in the Fall. Can’t wo avoid this 
rude backing of the vino 7 Summer 
pruning, judiciously applied, will con­ 
tribute to this result. 
Tbe tendency of the vine, as with all 
fruit-bearing trees, is to send tbe sap 
with greatest force to the lopmoetbuda, 
leaving tbe lower buds to become weak­ 
er, year oiler year. 
If we pinch off 
these upper shoots in early Summer, 
say when they have made two or three 
feet of growth—leaving only four buds, 
it will check this exceesivo growth at 
the extremities, and tifbow moró vigor 
into the lower branches. These top 
shoots will push again, and will need 
a second ana perhaps a third pinching. 
They must, however, be allowed to gain 
a leaf or two between each pinching; 
otherwise tho cheek will be too severo. 
If the lower shoots are not pinched in 
at all, or bat slightly, they will gain 
strength., and thus the forqe and fruit 
of the vine will become quito equal­ 
ly distributed. There wiH also be less 
rampant wood to be cut off in the win­ 
ter pruning. 
Moreover, as ovcry one knows, tho 
ripening of the fruit and the healthy 
growth of tho lowor branches depond 
on tho proper return-flow of elaborated 
sap from the extremities. 
If, by rea­ 
son of undue moisture in the soil, or of 
untimely rains and iongcontinueddamp 
and cloudy weather, tbo production of 
wood is unduly prolonged, tho fruit 
clusters will be robbed Of their neces­ 
sary food ; tho berries will not mature 
and ripen well. Here, lot tbe hand of 
art see what it can do. 
Let it check 
that excessive wood growth, by nipping 
off tho ends of the watery branches.— 
This will send back tbe sap to the clus­ 
ters aDd to the fruit-bnds for next year. 
It will cause the berries to mature 
earlier, and uniformly in all parts of tho 
vine. 
Of oourse', all suckers springing up 
around the trunk of the vine should be 
palled off as they appear. All superflu­ 
ous shoots pushing out between the fruit 
b&ring canea, or among the caaes do- 
signod for next year’s fruit bearers, 
should be resolutely pulled off.

Moreover, as every one knows, tho 


ripening of the fruit and Iho healthy 
growth of tho lower branches depend 
on the proper return-flow of elaborated 
sap from tho extremities. If, by rea- 
son of undue moisture in tho soil, or of 
untimely rains and longconliuueddarap 
and cloudy weather, the'production of 
wood is unduly prolonged, tho fruit 
clusters will bo robbed of their neces- 
sary food; tho berries will not mature 
ar.U ripen well. Here, let the hand of 
art sec what it can do. Lot it check 
that excessive wood growth, by nipping 
off the ends of the watery branches.— 
This will send back, the sap to the clus- 
ters and to the fruit-buds for next year. 
It will cause tho berries to mature 
earlier, and uniformly iu all parts of the 
vine. 


Of course', all suckers springing up 


around the trunk of tho vino should be 
pulled off as they appear. All superflu- 
ous shoots pushing out between tho fruit 
bearing canes, or among the canes do- 
signed for next year's fruit bearers, 
should be resolutely pulled off.
